Can it be faid, that the 
Power of the Houfe of Bourbon has 
been lately diminifhed, and that 
therefore we need not now be fo 
anxious about preferving the Power 
B of the Houfe of 4uffria ? On the 
contrary, we muft know, without 
being let into any of the Secrets of

[ believe, Sir, there is no Gentle- 
man in this Houfe who will fay, that 
we ought not to endeavour to obtain 
this End, if poflible; but it is faid, 
that we might have obtained this 
End before we fent any of our ‘Troops 
abroad. Both the Emperor and the 
Frinch, they fay, would have agreed 
to reftore the ‘Tranquillity of Germa- 
ny, as {oon as they found themfelves 
abandoned by Prufia and Saxony, 
upon the fingle Condition of the 
Emperor's being reftored to his here- 
ditary Dominions. This fome Gen- 
tlemen are pleafed to affert very 
pofitively, but hitherto without fhew- 
ing the leait Foundation for what 
they affert. Even our publick Ga- 
xettes have never yet furnifhed us 
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Perplexity their Affairs were they jp.

they had recovered ; and in the mean 
Time fhe was to remain involved in

Ain Italy, with a Defign certainly, 
that fhe might be obliged to fend a!!

B But fuppofe it to be true, Sir, that 
the French at that Time defired no 
other Condition for reftoring the 
Tranquillity of Germany, than that 
of reftoring the Emperor to his here- 
ditary Dominious, and that they had 
really no Defign to renew the War 
in Germany with the firlt Opportunity;

Men in her Dominions as there are 
in the two large Kingdoms of France 
and Spain; for every one knows, 
they are neither fo extenfive nor fo 
populous, confequently fhe muft at 
lat want Men as well as Money; 
and tho’ our Troops are a little more 
expenfive than hers, yet the Diffe- 
rence is not fo great as has been re- 
prefented; for tho’ by Treaties the 
Expence of 1000 Foot has been 
computed and fettled at the Rate of 
10,000 Florins per Month, we cannot 
fuppofe that 1000 Men, even of the 
Queen of Hungary’s Troops, could 
be maintained for that Sum, without 
any additional Expence, either for 
Cloathing, Waggon-Money, or any _ 
other incidental Charge; therefore F 
ine could not maintain any great

lies; becaufe, by this Means, we 
fhall always have among us a great

to convince us. Queen E/ixabeth, it 
feems, never thought that Money 
would do as well as Troops; for 
when fhe undertook the Support of 
theU/nited P> OUINCES, fhe affifted them 
with Men as well as Money ; and 
the Affiftance fhe gave to Henry the 
{Vth, and the Proteftants of France, 
confifted chiefly in ‘Troops, tho’ both 
the United Provinces and the King 
of France might have had Men 
enough from Germany; and confe- 
quently, if Money had been then

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thought as good as Troops, fhe had 
no Occafion to fend any Troops . 
the Affiftance of either: But the 
wife Queen thought otherwife, and 
therefore fhe feemed always more 
forward to affift her Allies With 
Troops than with Money.

Frankfort, nay even to the Advantage of 
the latter, as far as could be done without 
Prejudice to the Queen, and to the Contfti- 
tution of the Empire; in fuch a Manner 
however, as to difengage the Emperor 
from the Court of France, and enable him 
to att in a free and independent Manner 
tom that Court. Upon which his Prufian 
Majefty reply’d, that fome fat Bifhoprick, 
fuch as Saltzburg, ought to be fecularized :

His Pruffian Majefty was not unacquaint- 
ed beiore, nor after the Treaty of Breflaw, 
made under the Mediation and Guaranty of 
Great Britain, with her Majefty’s Defire of 
being indemnified for the great Sacrifice fhe 
made by it, and of having Security for the 
future. 

And both the Moderation ond Equity of 
fuch a Demand cannot be called in Quefti- 
on, but by thofe alone who will put them- 
felves above the firft and fundamental Rules 
both of the Law of Nature and Nations, 
as well as thofe of the Empire in particular.

repeat it, nor did any other Flag-Ship, 
either Englijb or Dutch. 

It was impoffible for me to make more 
Sail than I did ; thofe of my Divifion a- 
ftern of me, made all the Sail they could, 
none of which could come within Shot of 
the fternmoft of the Enemy’s Ships ; thofe 
of my Divifion, that were a-head ef me, 
were the Dunkirk and Cambridge, both 
which Ships could have made more Sajl, 
but they kept to Windward of their Station, 
particularly the Duntirk. And tho’ there 
was but little Wind with a Swell, yet as 
they failed well, it was my Opinion, they 
might have ftopt thofe four Ships of the 
Enemy, until I and my Divifion got up ;

Abfira& of the London WeExty 
Bit, from Aug. 28. to Sept..25. 
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N the rath of laft Month, the King 
O of Prujfia, at the Head of his Army, 
entered the Kingdom of Bobem:ia, and tho’ 
the Roads had been broken by the Avfri- 
ans, and made as impaffable as poffible, 
in order to retard his March, yet as there 
was no Army, nor any fortified Place to 
interrupt his Paffage, he arrived before 
Prague with the Van-guard of his Army 
on the 19th; but the heavy Artillery not 
being arrived, the Place was only block- 
aded, On the 27th the Train of Artillery 
coming from Sida was attack’d by a Par- 
ty of Aufirians, who beat the Efcort, wound- 
ed General Hacke, its Commander, cut in 
Picces the greateft Part of his Regiment, 
and carried off the Train ; but a very ftrong 
Detachment being immediately fent from 
the Pruffien Army, which the A,jirtans were 
not able to encounter, they were in their 
Turn obliged to retreat, and abandon their 
impoitant Prey, About the fame Time, 
there was a bloody Skirmifh at Beraun, 
which the King of Pruffia intended to have 
Poffefiion of, and had fent thither fix Bat- 
aalions with eight Pieces of Cannon, and 
$00 Huffars, for that Purpofe ; but Gene- 
ral Feftititz being there with a great Party 
of his Corps, and M. Luchcef with 1000 
Horfe, they not only repulfed the Pruffizns, 
but attack’d them in their Turn, and obli- 
ged them to retire with confiderable Lofs. 
During thefe Skirmithes in the Neighbour- 
hood, the Pruffian Artillery, both that from 
Silefia, and that which was brought by the 
Elbe from Berlin, arrived in their Camp be- 
fore Prague, and three Attacks were form- 
ed againft the Place, two on the Weit Side 
of the Moldaw, one of which was com- 
manded by the King in Perfon, and the 
other by Lieut. Gen. Truchfes, and a third 
on ‘the Eaft Side, commanded by Felt- 
Marthal Schqwerir, As they had a vaft 
Number of Cannon and Mortars mounted 
upon their Batteries, and play'd inceffantly 
upon the Town with Bombs and red-hot 
Builets, by which not only great Breaches 
were made in the Ramparts, but many 
Houfes fet on Fire, or demolifhed, the In- 
habitants began to mutiny, fo that the 
Garifon had Reafon to fear, that if they 
ftood the AiTault, they would be attack’d 
in the Rear by the mutinous Inhabitants, 
at the fame Time they were attack’d by 
the Fnemy in Front, and as they probably 
had Orders not to treat the Inhabitants 
with great Severity, the Commandant found 
if neceTary to beat the Caamade cn the 1th 
Inftant, N.S. but his Prugian Majefty infift- 
jng upen the Garifon’s turrcadering Prifon.

_ Prince Charles of Larrain having marched 
his Army back from the Rbine, and being 
ordered to come himfelf to Vienna, to af- 
fift at a general Council upon the prefent 
Pofiure of Affairs, he arrived there on the 
3d Inftant, and was to fet out again in a 
few Days for the Army, the greateft Part 
of which, it was reckon’d, would be ar- 
rived upon the Frontiers of Boberna by the 
14th, the reft being left in Bavaria to op- 
pofe Count Seckendorff, whio is in full March 
with the Imperial Army from the Ri:r, 
in order to recover Bavaria for his Im- 
perial. Majefty. In the mean Time a great 
Part of the French Army have pa‘s'd the 
Rbixe, in order to reduce the J»/ricr Do- 
minions in Swabia, where they have al- 
ready laid Siege to the important Fortre's 
of Fritevrg ; another Part of them have 
joined Count Seckendorff, and a third, un- 
der the Duke d’Harcourt, are marching 
back towards Flanders, from whence we 
have had as yet no Accounts of any Thing 
but a few Skirmifhes, in .which the Fren 
have generally had the Advantage, and 
have taken a great Number of Horfes trom 
the Allies, efpecially the £ ng fb ; for the 
reft always take Care to fly jo early a 0 

,fave both their Horfes and Men. 
Nothing of Importance has happened 
fince our laft between the two Armucs ¥P- 
on the Frontiers of Naples, and as little be- 
tween thofe in Piedmont, except that 
French and Spaniards, fince the taking . 
Demont, have taifed vaft Contributions ? 
the Valleys of Piedmont ; and, gotwitl- 
ftanding the Latenefs of the Seafon, hve 
invelted. Con’, having already opened the 
Trenches. before that Place, and ae " 
Hopes to carry it before the Snows begia 
to fall. Ae 
~The Breff Squadron, by our laf = 
counts, were in the Mouth of pallet 
and as moft of the French Ships of fi 
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Yolen have at laft found Opportunities to 
get out of that Harbour, and are failed to 
join the Spani/o Squadron at Carthagena, it 
is thought, that if all thefe Squadrons join, 
the French and Spaniards will have a Ficet 
in the Mediterranean of upwards of 40 
Ships of the Line; fo that an Account of 
another Sea Engagement may foon be ex- 
pected from that Quarter, for on the 31ft 
pait, our Squadron under Sir Fobn Balchen 
was off of Lifbon, where he was joined by 
Commodore Ofeorne, with the Victuallers 
and Storefhips that have waited fo many 
Months there; and if he and Admiral 
Rewky can unite their Squadrons, we need 
be under no great Anxiety about the Event 
of the Engagement; but.as the Enemy's 
Fleet lies between them, there will be fome 
Difficulty as to their joining their Squa- 
drons together, becaufe they cannot eafily 
have a Correfpondence by Advice-Boats. 

We were lately furprifed with the News, 
that the Minifter of his Britannick Majefty, 
as Elector of Hanover, had on the 3oth 
paft, carried to the Dictature of the Diet 
of the Empire at Frensfort, a Writing, fet- 
ting forth, the Pretenfions of the Ele&oral 
Houfe of Hanover to the Succeffion of 
Eaf Friefand, and praying the States to 
fufpend the Vote of that Principality (claim- 
ed by the King of Prafia, who is now. in 
Poffeffion of the Country) until the Rights 
of the two Claimants are decided. 

The King of France has iffued Commif- 
fions for raifing a Regiment of Scots, which 
is to be called the Royal Scoteb, the Com- 
mand of which is given to Lord ‘obn 
Drummond, Brother to the Duke of Pertb. 
They are to have Britifh Pay, and the 
King has granted them the free Exercife of 
their Religion, and a Renewal of all the 
Privileges antiently enjoyed by the Scots in 
that Kingdom, This Regiment, they fay, 
is already near compleated by the Deferters 
trom our Army in } landers. 

The Spamifo Squadron has taken near 
Cape Pals nine Dutch Ships, loaded, as 
they pretend, with Ammuni‘ion and Stores 
for the Britif> Fleet in the Mediterranean, 
which News has heen confirmed by Letters 
irom the Durch Captains to their Owners in 
Hillard, who pofitively deny their having 
any Thing on board that could be called 
Contraband. However, notwithftanding 
this Infult, their High Mightineffés do not 
yet feem refolved to engage in the War, as 
may appear from the following Letter wrote 
by them to the States of the refpettive Pro- 
Vinces, relating to the Memorial prefented 
by Mr. Trevor. (See p. 397-) 


Neble and Mighty Lords, — 
ATR. Trever, Envoy Extraordinary and 
Plenipotentiary from the King of 


Great Britain, has, by exprefs Command 
from the King his Mafter, laid before us a 
further Memorial, fetting forth, that for 
the feveral Reafons therein exprefs’d, and 
feeing that the Term of two Months, fti- 
pulated by the Treaty of AllianceAnno 1678, 
to make ufe of friendly Offices, has been 
long fince expired, the States fhould be 
prevail’d on without Delay to declare War 
againit France, and employ all her Forces 
jointly with thofe of Great Britain, in or- 
der to obtain an honourable, juft and dur- 
able Peace, propofing in his Majefty’s Name 
to confult with us the proper Meafures to 
bring about that fo falutary End. Of which 
Memorial we have thought proper to tranf+ 
mit a Copy to the refpective Provinces, as 


herewith annexed we fend one unto you. 


Your Noble Mightineffes, and the Lords 
the States of the other Provinces, already 
well know, that when his Moft Chriftiag 
Majeity thought proper firft to declare War 
againft the King of Great Britain, and foon 
after againft the Queen of Hungary, their 
Maijefties, as might reafonably be expeét- 
ed, called upon and exhorted the State to 
comply with its Engagements, which by 
Treaties fubfiited between them, and for 
that Purpofe preffed the Repubtick to come 
to an open Rupture with France, as is ftipu- 
lated and promifed by the Treaty of 1678, 
between his Lritannick Majefty and the 
States, and by their Accefhon in the Year 
1732, toa Treaty which was concluded the 
preceding Year, between the late Emperor 


and the prefent King of Great Britain. 


We have by our Letter dated the 2d of 
April \aft communicated to our refpective 
Confederates the Letter which his Britan- 
nick Majefty wrote to us; as alfo by our 
Letters of the 26th of June and 2asth of 
Fuly palt, thofe we received from the Queen 
of Hungary on that Subject, together with 
the provifional Anfwers which were re- 


turn’d to each of them. 


In thofe our Letters, we recommended 
in the ftrongeft Manner, to our refpettive 
Confederates, that they would examine and 
confider the Purport of thofe Letters with 
that Attention, which the Importance of 
the Subject Matter contained in them, de- 
manded: That they would duly weigh 


what is thereby requefted of them, purfu- 


ant to the Treaties now in Force: And 
that with all poffible Unanimity, Cordiality, 


and Difpatch, they would pafs fuch Refolu- 


tions as they fhould judge moft effectual in 
the then prefent ConjunG@ure, confiftent 


with.the Faith of Treaties, and moft con- 
ducive to the real Welfare of the State. 
However, during the Time thefe weigh- 
ty Matters were left to your Confideration, 
and we were waiting to receive the Refolu- 


tions taken by our refpettive Confederates 
on 
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on this important Oceafion, we have not 
been idle, but have employ’d the two 
Months ftipulatd by the Treaty, in ufing 
our beft Offices, to gain what was reafon- 
able and defirable, rather by reconciling of 
Differences, than by Force of Arms. Fot 
this Purpofe, we ferit M. W’afnaer to the 
Court of France ; but, much to our AMiic- 
tion, we have been fo unfortunate, that our 
Reprefentations have not had the with’d for 
Succefs, and our good Intentions have beer 
abfolutely fruftrated, M. Wafneer having 
return’d irom France, without being able to 
fucceed in his Negotiations at that Court, 
or prevail with it to fufpend their military 
Operations in the Netherlards ; but, on the 
contrary, the French Troops have attack’d 
and taken feveral Barrier ‘Towns belonging 
to the State, and garifon'’d by its Troops, 
in Violation of the moft folemn Treaties, 
which fubfift between the Crown of Frante 
and the Republick, 

During this Situation of Affairs new Diffi- 
culties have ardfe, on which Account his 
Britannick Majefty tepeats what before had 
been ftrongly infifted on, the Fulfilling 
of 4nd thorough Conipliafice with our En- 


gagements, whtich is indeed

As the Subje¢t Matter of this M 
and its Confequences are of the higheft Ine 
portance, and therefore merit the molt 
mature Confideration, as they tend to no. 
thing lefs than the Prefervation of the Li.

obliged once more to intreat you our Con. 
federates in the moft affectionate and moft 
earneft Manner, always having in View 
the publick Welfare, and the Prefervation 
of our dear Country, to weigh well the a. 
forefaid Memorial, together with the Re». 
fons and Motives therein contained. 
alfo what is thereby requefted of us. Lt 
no Time be loft in your Deliberations, by 
acquaint us as foon poffible with your Re. 
folutions ; the prefent Crifis demands it, 
In the mean time we pray the Almighty 
to direct and blefs all your Councils, to in. 
fpire you with Wifdom and Refolution 6 
neceffary in this perplex'd ard perilous Situ- 
ation of Affairs, for the Prefervation of hs 
Holy Religion, and‘our dear Country. 
Done at the Hague, &c."*
